(Monday) — (INS) — A 36-year- 
old major, called "Mister Air 
Force" by his colleagues, com- 
manded the B-52 jet bomber from 
which America's most horren- 
dous weapon of war—the hydro- 
gen bomb—was dropped today. 


He is Major David M. Critch- 


low, a member of that elite out- 
fit known as the Fifth Test Group 
(Atomic) which headquarters at 
Kirtland Air Force Base in Albu- 
querque. 


For the plane commander it 


was the last and greatest of a 
number of drops of nuclear weap- 
ons. He returns soon to his ad- 
vanced studies at the University 
of Colorado and when finished 
with engineering courses will be- 
come one of the "elder states- 
men" of the nation's air force. 


Critchlow set out on his hi^ 


tory-making flight fully confident 
that he would accomplish his 
perilous mission and return safe- 
ly. His confidence and optimism 
were shared by the six other 
persons who rode the tropical 
skies of the Pacific with the 
bomb.

The report says 4.84 per cent of 
N ebrask ans’ income was spent by 
the state. In Colorado it was 7.70 
per cent, in Iowa 6.25 per cent and 
in Kansas 6.50 per cent. 


Missouri, with 4.75 per cent, was 
the only state in the region lower 
than Nebrask a. 


Hig hwa y Increase Most 
N e b r a s k a highway spending 
showed the largest increase and 
took 37.4 per cent of all state ex­ 
penditures, the council said. 
Education cost was 22.6 per cent 
and welfare 15 per cent of the to­ 
tal state expenditures. 
Highway spending also showed 
the greatest increase nationally, 
16.6 per cent for the year. Twenty- 
eight per cent of federal taxes 
went for highways. 
Education took 29.5 per cent of 
the federal tax money, an increase 
of 8.8 per cent.

Not Much Of A Bill 


The Senate failed to score an epochal achieve- 


ment when it passed its modified flood insurance 
bill recently It will be just as well if the measure 
dies somewhere on the way. 


The measure falls considerably short of tiie 


trainers' original intentions although it does offer 
low rate insurance to prospective flood sufferers. 
Private insurance companies have little of that 
kind of business and offer protection at stiff rates. 


But the Senate expects to achieve more favor- 


able rates by underwriting 40 per cent of the loss 
with the provision 'hat later a share of that will 
be handed over to the states. Either way it will 
be * device to assess the public and make a field 
of insurance more acceptable to private com- 
panies. 


Something can be said for protecting citizens 


against such disasters as floods but the better 
way is to work and spent to prevent floods. There 
is not much to be said for an attitude of letting 
them keep on happening and paying for the dam- 
age they do. That can go on indefinitely and 
ultimately to the extent of a staggering cost. 
Such diversions from the main principle of flood 
control are unrealistic. 


Can't Stop Taxes 


In wistful spirit many citizens would like to 


applaud T. Coleman Andrews, former commis- 
sioner for internal revenue, who proposed the 
abolition of the income tax. It is human for one 
to want his cake and eat it too. 


Cool judgment, however, will have to go along 


with Rep. Daniel Reed, who dismissed Andrews' 
proposal as unrealistic. "It is like trying to cure 
the patient by killing him," he said. 


Reed, chairman of the House Ways and Means 


committee, and by no means a man of spendthrift 
tendencies, pointed out that the income tax is 
essential to government operation and it is not 
only the most equitable form of taxation, but the 
one that has greatest public support. 


Argument about taxes is an argument about 


form. The subject for concern is the cause of 
taxes. Abolishing taxes or abolishing the gov- 
ernment 
constitute 
no answer. 
Beyond 
the 


'osses caused by human error and mismanage- 
ment, which can never be wholly eliminated, 
our cost of government is a reflection of the 
way we live in the kind of a world we live in 
Taxes are mighty low on some of the South 
Sea islands but that doesn't make them very 
desirable places to live.

WASHINGTON" — The pattern of 


appeal to racial prejudice, coupled 
with an attack on the Supreme- 
Court, is revealed in a survey of

vention campaign in Texas in be- 
half of Governor Allan Shivers. 


This s a m e pattern is eviderr 


elsewhere in the South. Racism in 
its most demagogic form was usec 
against Governor Leroy Collins in 
the recent Florida primary as it 
was turned against Senator Lyn- 
don Johnson in Texas. 


In both states tbe extremists 


werp soundly defeated and it is be- 
Hcvpd that this will help to keep 
the integration issue in its more 
violent form out of the Florida 
presidential preference primary on 
May 29. 


Thr racist doctrine was spread 


by white Citizens Councils and in 
Texas by some reactionary busi- 
ness interests that coupled the race 
appeal with denunciation of labor 
unions and any form of interfer- 
ence from "outside." 


While Shivers denied after the 


campaign any knowledge of tiie 
way the race issue was exploited, 
almost no one else in Texas was 
unaware of what was happening. 


Newspapers throughout the state 


carried large advertisements with 
photographs of Paul 
Butler 
as 


Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and Represen- 
tative William L. Dawson, Chicago 
Negro, as vice-chairman.

Pro-Shivers speakers went so far 


as to hint that Senator Johnson 
would put the state leader of the 
NAACP in control of the Texas 
delegation should he win a ma- 
jority in the precinct conventions. 


The paradox for Johnson was 


that many of these same orpaniZK- 
tions in thr North have attacked 
him as a reactionary. Whenever 
thr 
interest of Texas' resources 


and Texas' wealth has hoen in- 
volved, as in tidrlamls oil and nat- 
ural gas, Johnson has employed 
all his influence in the S. n.ile to 
krep the nil for thr state and to 
stop federal regulation. Yet man- 
oil men put money into the cam- 
paign against him and his princi- 
pal losses wore in the oil counties. 


But his victory was of such h 


magnitude — about 
1,600 
dele- 


sates for Johnson, 2.">0 for Shivers 
and 50 in doubt — that h« will go 
to the national convention in Chi- 
cago with a new authority. He has 
said th,it he will v.f.f this t.i.thi-iity 
for the kind of moderation which, 


in his opinion, triumphed in Texas. 


Although he suffered a heart at- 


tack a year ago which restricted 
his activity, Johnson decided, with 
the ardent backing of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, that he. would have to 
r:arry the fight in person to the 
Shivers faction. 


In a week of intensive speech- 


.naking, he appealed to the loyalty 
of Texas Democrats and cited his 
own record in behalf of Texas' 
interests. 


He suggested that the most vio- 


lent aspects of the campaign had 
developed after a visit to Shivers 
by Attorney G e n e r a l Herbert 
Browne!! Jr., which, according to 
Johnson, Browr.eil had 
tried 
to 


keep secret. Here, Johnson im- 
plied, was a Republican master- 
mind guiding the Shivers' cam- 
paign. 


Shivers' supporters invited Re- 


publicans to come into the pre- 
cinct conventions, but this appeal 
did not take. The chief emphasis, 
however, was on race, with every 
form of exploitation employed. The 
mails were flooded with postcards 
saying Negroes would take ove- 
the state unless voters turned out 
for Shivers. 


In deep East Texas, where feel- 


ing over the integration issue is 
strongest, a statement issued by 
Texas Attorney General Ben Shep- 
herd on the morning of the pre- 
cinct conventions charged that the 
NAACP had "ordered" Negroes to 
attend the conventions in mass for- 
mation. No evidence of any such 
"order"' ever was found, nor was 
there any trouble in the area. 


While Senator Johnson snid that 


he was against '-forced integra- 


-tion." he declared that he would 


"rather lose this campaign than 
join in spreading racr 
hatred." 


The latter statement was applaud- 
p-' when he made it and was car- 
ried widely throughout the state. 


In c e r t a i n of his campaign 


speeches Shivers used the old Mc- 
Carthy technique of waving docu- 
ments and saying. "I hold in my 
hand . . .'' He intimated that he 
hat' bank deposits from a state 
bank at McAllen. Tex., showing 
that Walter Reuther, head of the 
United Auto Workers, was pouring 
money into Texas to defeat Shiv- 
ers. 


The money involved had nothing 


'.o do with the campaign and the 
Governor never explained whether 
he had taken the deposit slips from 
the bank or whether tl.'ey had 
been in some way removed from 
the offices of the organization the 
unions were supporting. 


The w h l i p e r i n g campaign 


touched new depths of scurrility. 
Anonymo'if telephone c a l l e r * 
taunted Mrs. Johnson with jeering 
refeiences to her husband as a 
Communist.

Secondly, the question o'. work 


on both South and Randolph Streets 
is complicated by the part played 
by property owners involved. Part 
o: tiie cost of widening and resur- 
faciiig these two streets is to be as- 
sessed back against the property 
owners. 
Unless 50 per 
cent or 


more of these owners sign up for 
paving and an assessment, they 
can be charged nothing. Without 
such a chaise, it would be impos- 
sible for the city to undertake 
either project at this time. 


But 
while these complications 


make a decision difficult, they do 
not render 
it impossible. If the 


question of assessments on South 
and Randolph is not yet settled, it 
should be done immediately. If it 
is impossible to reach an agree- 
ment with property owners, then 
both projects snould be abandoned 
until a later date, despite their 
present urgency. 


If either job cannot be done, 


nothing can be gained by letting 
the money tor that purpose lay 
idle in the city treasury. 


When il comes to a question of 


thr dump site, two hard facts t'aee 
the Council. First, no one wants a 
dump located near them and to 
find a spot uhcre there would be 
no objections to it would he next 
to impossible. Secondly, time is 
running out and a location must 
he rradv for use 
within a very 


short time. 


Those who object to the dump 


north of Lincoln are 
not to be 


criticized for their position. It is to 
be expected that the people in that 
area do not want the dump, par- 
ticularly adjoining property own- 
ers 


But while there is merit in the 


position taken 
by 
objectors,

seems as thoush some aspects of 
the situon<'n are in 3 state of con- 
fusion. The city claims the dump 
is not an attraction tor rats and

Secondly, objectors have s a i d 


'.here will be blowing debris and 
smoke from the dump. On the con- 
trary. Park Superintendent James 
A^er states that there will be lit- 
tle if any nuisance from blowing 
trash or smoke. It will be hard to 
settle that question until the dump 
is in actual operation.

Housing Ordinance 


Lincoln, Neb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


We are having elections, dump- 
trouble, and the usual quota of 
auto accidents, hub-cap thefts, and 
domestic proolems. Busy as we are 
it is essential that we do not lose 
track of the proposed housing or- 
dinance. At the recen: hearing we 
were promised that consideration 
would be given to our objections 
and that the ordinance would be 
submitted to the city council at 
an early date. 


We hope this will be done. 
We earnestly request that copies 


of the rewritten ordinance be made 
available to those who wish to 
study it. When we study it. we 
hope that the objectionable fac- 
tors have been changed. We de- 
sire to co-operate with this law. 
not to continue to fight it. We 
shall look eagerly for these fea- 
tures, among others: 


1 — A clear, unqualified state- 


ment that this ordinance shall not 
apply to existing structures. We 
want no 30 per cent clause limit- 
ing our right to repair or re- 
build. Thirty per cent of assessed 
valuation will hardly paint a house 
these days. At a hciring we were 
told that if an owner spends more 
than 30 per cent, his house should 
be classified as a new structure. 
We believe this classification is un- 
realistic and invalid. Many existing 
dwellings can be remodeled and 
made to serve for years to come, 
though the cost might easily ex- 
ceed 30 per cent of the assessed 
valuation. But if the owner must 
remodel the entire house accord- 
ing to the restrictions governing 
new 
houses 
(if this ordinance 


passes* he will spend hundreds of 
unnecessary dollars, 
an 
invest- 


ment for which he can receive 
no return. No good purpose can 
be served by restricting repairs 
and improvements. 


2 — Elimination 
of 
arbitrary 


standards restricting new construc- 
tion. We refer to the distinction 
between cellar and basement, win- 
dow area vs. floor area, size of 
two apartments permitted to share 
bath, and floor area per occupant 
in sleeping rooms. It might be more 
realistic to limit the number of 
persons who may share one bath. 
The character of the 
individual 


apartment and the law of supply 
and demand may be depended on 
to govern the use of basement 
living units. Every landlord knows 
that when better apartments be- 
come available, tenants move out 
of cellars. 


.'! — Conformity to our Ameri- 


can system of government: The 
legislative department of the city 
government should pass the law, 
the mayor should put it into ef- 
fect, and the courts should judge 
violations. The officer who makes 
the inspections and brings charges 
should not conduct the hearings: 
the council should not judge and 
pronounce sentences. 


4 — Elimination of placarding 


non-conforming dwellings. 


5 — Modification of penalties; 


S100 and six months in jail for 
every day 
of 
violation 
sounds 


blood-thirsty. 


6 — Elimination of "inspection 


at any reasonable time." Ger.crr.!, 
indiscriminate inspection 
is for- 


bidden by the Constitution. See 
Bill of Rights, Article IV. If the 
mayor should receive a complaint 
from owner, tenant, neighbor or 
someone who it disturbed; if he 
should issue an order for specific 
inspection 
between the hour* 'ct 


9 a.m. and 4 p.m.; if the in- 
spector should dress In uniform, 
drive a city of Lincoln car and 
offer valid identification — such 


inspection might be tolerated by 
American citizens. Otherwise we 
might have to repeat the War of 
1812. 
Setting aside a provision of 


the United States Constitution is 
no: a small or light thing. 


We hope we shall find this or- 


dinance simplified sc that it can 
be administered without hiring four 
or five additional officers. A ques- 
tion arises h e r e : the statement 
has been made that four or five 
new officers will be needed, and 
that it may take four or five years 
to correct the small houses. At 
the same time we are told that 
the ordinance doe« not apply to 
existing 
structures. 
What 
and 


where are those small houses that 
require four or five officers and 
four or five years to correct? 


We trust the revised ordinance 


will be stated in clear, unequivo- 
cal English.
